WASHINGTON (INS) — A 


Harry Alber, American econo-

Alber was responding to the 
publication of the official trans- 
cript of Dr. Shigeto Tsuru’s 
testimony before the U.S. Sen- 
ate Internal Security Subcom- 
mittee, released by the Foreign 
Office Monday. 

In the transcript text, Robert 
Morris, chief counsel of the sub- 
committee, asked Tsuru, “Did 
you know he (Alber) was an 
American Communist?” 

Tsuru, a profesor of Hitotsu- 
bashi University in Tokyo and 
currently on an exchange pro- 
fessorship at Harvard Univers- 
ity, answered the subcommit- 
tee’s summons to testify on 
Communist activities during his 
prewar student days in the U.S. 

Alber said it was true that an 
indictment was issued against 
him five years ago on the charge 
of committing perjury before 
an Army security board. 

“The charges go back to 
some 20 years ago around 1937, 
but I don’t know what the 
bases of the charges are or who 
is making it,” he said. “I only 
know that they are ridiculous.” 

Alber added: “In 1948 or 1949 
the FBI and the Army investi- 
cotcd the same charges, and 
after an extensive investigation 
I was given a clean slate.

Kazumi Yamakawa, 54, of the 
fertilizer section of Zenkoren 
was discovered yesterday morn- 
ing suffering from the poison he 
had taken at the Zenkoren office 
at Yuraku-cho, Chiyoda-ku, 
around 8:40 a.m. He was given 
first aid treatment but died 
shortly afterward,

probe. 

According to police, Zenkoren 
officials “entertained” officials 
of the Agriculture-Forestry Min- 
istry which supervises Zenko- 
ren.

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Macmillan 
Reiterates 
‘No’ on Tests 


LONDON (Kyodo-UP) — Ja- 
pan’s H-bomb envoy Masatoshi 
Matsushita said Wednesday that 
Prime Minister Macmillan had 
reiterated that it was impossible 
for Britain to abandon its 
Christmas Island H-bomb tests.

Later, the Japanese envoy re- 
vealed that Macmillan had 
orally reiterated to him that it is 
not at present possible for Brit- 
ain to abandon the tests. He 
described the meeting as “very 
friendly” and said he hoped 
that the differences between 
Britain and Japan over the tests 
could still be settled by friendly 
discussions, 

However, Macmillan’s §state- 
ment to Matsushita seemed to 
indicate that further discussion 
would in no way influence the 
British position. 

Matsushita said he is leaving 
London early Thursday and will 
deliver the envelope containing 
Maemillan’s reply personally to 
Kishi in Tokyo. |

Hugh Dash, Press Secretary 
for the Prime Minister; 
James Henry Scholtens, Hos- 
pitality Officer, Prime Minister’s 
Department, who will serve as 
secretary to the visiting party, 
and Miss Lorna Hazel Craig, 
personal secretary to the Prime 
Minister. 

During the one-week sojourn,

Referring to his coming trip 
to the United States, Kishi as- 
sured the committee that he 
will make no commitment on 
sending the Self-Defense Forces 
overseas or revising the exist- 
ing Constitution for this pur- 


pose, 

Kishi admitted that the in- 
fluence of the United States and 
other nations of the West was 
receding here since the Hato- 
vyama Cabinet reopened rela- 
tions with Communist nations. 

He said that once diplomatic 
relations were resumed with 
these countries, it was his in- 


tention to promote friendly re- 
lations with the Communist and 
Free World. 


‘Missing Japanese’ Survey 
‘Foreign Minister Kishi told 
the Diet yesterday the Govern- 
ment intends to assign officials 
to both Communist China and 
the Soviet Union to survey 
Japanese residents not yet ac- 
counted for. 

Kishi told the Lower House 
Repatriation Special Committee 
that no Government official 
would be dispatched to Com- 
munist China for the time 
being as diplomatic relations 
have not been restored between 
the two countries.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Deputy

Facing a critical battery of 
economy-minded iegisiators of 
the House appropriations sub- 
committee in a secret March 10 
hearing, Murphy took a hefty 
swing in defense of the Admin- 
istration’s budget request for a 
$3,100,000 cultural exchange pro- 


An amatetur ball player and 
ardent fan of the game himself, 
Murphy was pitched this fast- 
ball by Rep. Frederic R. Cou- 
dert, Jr. (R.-N.Y.): 

“When - professional baseball 
team go on barnstorming tours 
abroad—for instance I think the 
Dodgers and the Yanks went to 
Japan and elsewhere, does the 
Treasury participate in the de- 
ficit of that or are they self- 
sustaining?” 

“Those so-called barnstorming 
tours of our best American base- 
ball teams did an awful lot of 
good, Mr. Congressman,” Mur- 
phy fired back. “And they 
were self-supporting when I was 
there (in Japan). We didn’t 
contribute a nickel to them.” 

Figures made public along 
with the testimony today show- 
ed U.S, athletic presentations 


for the current fiscal year in 
the Far East will cost $90,368 


including $14,000 for the Am- 


ateur Athletic Union track team; 
$32,500 for the San Francisco 
Chinese-American basketball 
team and $43,868 for two other 
unspecified sports projects. 

Murphy said the U.S, cultural 
program in Japan, icularly 
the big league li tours 
“brings our -people very close 
to the Japanese through a me- 
dium.which they appreciate and 
like.” 

Murphy said another effective 
cultural exchange was the US. 
Symphony of the Air appear- 
ance in Japan nearly two years 


ago. 

He said in Japan today “the 
memory of one of our great 
symphony orchestras is still 
vivid and the film that was 
taken at the time remains one 
of the 10 most popular in the 
U.S. Embassy’s film library in 
bi “Ae: 
“The initial impact of that 
visit has been expanded 
through use of the film so that 
over seven million Japanese 
have become acquainted with 
this important feature of Amer- 
ican life,” he said. 

In a more prosaic discussion 


of U.S.Japanese relations, Mur- 


phy said “during the early 
postwar years we preached an

They  be- 
lieved that we said.” 

Rep. Robert L. F. Sikes (D.-

It will be the first time that 
Mao will leave China since the 
day when, as a young professor, 
more than 36 years ago, he 
joined the Chinese Communist 
Party—to start the career 
which would make him the 
greatest Communist figure in 
the world.

Fukuoka Governor 
To Be Questioned 


The Tokyo District Public 
Prosecutors Office which is ‘in- 
vestigating’ the alleged mis- 
appropriation of ¥100 million in 
public funds of the Fukuoka 
Prefectural Government, has de- 
cided to summon Prefectural 
Governor Karoku Tsuchiya for 
questioning. 

The summons date will be de- 
termined after the Supreme 
Public Prosecutors Office has 
been consulted. 

Deputy Governor Kanehiro 
Yamamoto and Chief Account- 
ant Hidemori Iwasa of the 
Prefectural Government are al- 
ready under custody for alleged 
involvement in the _ reported 
misuse of public funds said to 
have been invested in the Dai- 
ichi Mutual Financing Bank in 
Tokyo. 

The prosecutors office said it 
suspected Tsuchiya may have 
been aware of the misappropria- 
tion. 

They also suspect that a 
special bank commission of ¥10 
million allegedly received by 
Yamamoto and others, may have 
been used as campaign funds 
for Tsuchiya in the Fukuoka 
gubernatorial election of April, 
1955, as Yamamoto then served 
as the campaign manager.

Okada-san was a soldier under Just then we heard heavy foot- 


the famous General Yamashita 
of the Imperial Japanese Army 
which occupied my country, the 
Philippines, during World War 
II. In his early forties, he was 
a stocky fellow, a little over 
five feet in height, who was 
gifted with a smiling face and 
a friendliness which most of his 
compatriots of the war years 
lacked. 

My family struck up acquain- 
tance with, Okada-san through 
my younger brother, Emilio, 
during the latter part of 1943. 
At that time, my brother was 
a fifth grader at the Central 
School in our home town, Luna, 
in the province of La Union. 
It was in school that he met 
Okada-san, who was one of the 
Nippon “heitai” assigned to 
teach Nihon-go to the school 


children in town. Not long after 


that meeting, Okada-san began 
calling on us at home, with my 
brother acting as interpreter. 
Thus started a friendship be- 
tween my family and the jolly 
Japanese soldier whom we can 
never forget. 


Okada-san developed’ great 
fondness for my brother be- 
cause, as he often told _ us, 
Emilio resembled his son who 
was far away in Japan. It was 
primarily for this reason that 
he visited us oftener as the 
days rolled by, despite the fact 
that our house was about a 
mile away from the town con- 
vent which now served as gar- 
rison for the Japanese soldiers 
assigned to our town. At home, 
Okada-san would teach us how 
to speak the Japanese language 
and sing Japanese songs. To 
this day, I have not forgotten 
the song which we often sang 
together, to the tune of “Auld 
Lang Syne.” It ran this way: 

“Ohayo, Konichiwa, 

Konbanwa, sayonara! 

Takusan Nippon heitai, 

Watakushi tomodachi... ” 


After each song, we would 


clap our hands, and laugh hap- OKADA-SAN 


pily together, while my brother 
would be sitting comfortably on 
Okada-san’s lap. Okada-san 
called my brother his Sonny 
Boy and he treated him as if 
he was really his own son. He 
would give him candies and 
money, and when it was time 
for him to go back to their gar- 
rison he would kiss his Sonny 
Boy good-bye and give him a 
fatherly pat on the head or the 
shoulders. My brother would 
kiss him too. And then together 
we would say, Sayonara, to our 
good “tomodachi.” 

Our friendship with Okada-san 
did not last very long; it lasted 
only three months and a few 
days. We were all very sorry 
it had to end so soon, but it just 
couldn't be helped. Okada-san 
and his company had received 
orders to move out of their gar- 
rison in town from the high 
military command and they had 
no alternative but to obey the 


order. 
It was evident that Okada-san 
and his company received the

The late visit of our “tomo- 
dachi” surprised us greatly and 
we wondered what could have 
prompted him to come to see us 
at that hour. We all got up 
then and went to the balcony 
where our visitors had already 
seated themselves in the com- 
pany of my father. What was 
wrong with our friend Okada- 
san, we all wanted to know. On 
seeing my brother, Okada-san 
rose from his seat and began 
crying unashamedly. He took 
my brother in his arms and em- 
braced him tightly, saying, 
“Sonny Boy, Sonny Boy,” be- 
tween sobs. Okada-san was the 
first man I have ever seen and 
known to cry, and this is one 
reason why I can never forget 
him as long as I live. 

Okada-san then told us that 
they were going away from 
our town in the morning and 
that he had come to bid us 
farewell. Their destination, we 
understood was a _ military 
secret. That was why he could 
not tell us about it, even 
though how much he had wish- 
ed to let us know where he 
was going. And so, amidst 
tears which always come on 
sad partings among friends, we 
exchanged “sayonaras” with 
our dear friend, Okada-san. 
He kissed his Sonny Boy many 
times, told him to be a good 
boy always and gave him a 
fifty-centavo bill which he had 
dug out from his pocket. My 
brother said, “Arigato, Okada- 
san,” and then a sad “Sayo- 
naral” Finally, he planted a 
kiss on each cheek of the 
Japanese soldier who had al- 
ways treated him as his very 
own true son. 


We have neither heard from 
nor seen OkKada-san since that 
memorable night in 1943 when 
he came to say good-bye to 
everyone at home. Today I find 
myself asking: “WHERE IS 

2?” I am sure that 
wherever he is, if he was for- 
tunate enough to survive World 
War II as we, the Casem family, 
have, Okada-san would be hap- 
py to know that Sonny Boy, 
known to his friends as Emilio 
Casem, is now in his country, 
JAPAN—the land of beautiful 
pagodas, picturesque mountains 
and the world-renowned cherry 
blossoms. And if Okada-san 
would like to know why my 
brother and his Sonny Boy is 
there, it is because he is study- 
ing to become an agricultural 
engineer at the Faculty of Agri- 
culture, Tokyo University. Oka- 
da-san would also be pleased to 
know that Sonny Boy’s little 
sister is now a writer in her own 
right and that this article is 
being written as a testimonial 
to the beautiful friendship be- 
tween him and my family.

‘Tribute to a Bad Man’

“Tribute to a Bad Man,” open- 
ing Saturday at the Yurakuza, 
is a ps¥chological Western about 
how a bad man learns to be 


good. 

James Cagney, ageing and 
crochety, wants to own the 
whole valley. It looks like he 
will too. Whenever anyone gets 
in his way he merely strings 
them up to the nearest tree and 
after that they don’t bother him 
no more. 

The new boy on the ranch, 
Dan Dubbins, doesn’t much like 
this way of handling things and 
neither does Irene Pappas, res- 
cued from the nearest dance- 
hall and now doing the cooking, 
not to mention the washing. 


Otherwise nothing too much 
happens in the picture and that 
is one of its charms. No one 
goes bounding purposefuily 
through the sage, no one averts 
the stampeding cattle, there 
aren't even any cattle to stam- 
pede. Instead we get the often 
prosaic day-by-day doings on a 
ranch ruled by a man ruled by 
his own pride. 

In her first American screen 
appearance Irene Pappas, a tall, 
stately, almost  forbiddingly 
beautiful woman walks through 
her part with superb aplomb, 
giving real force to such lines 
as: “You know why I doan a- 
like cowboys-a?

The Eastmancolor is almost 
as gorgeous as Miss Pappas, 
there is that sterling character 
actor, Royal Dano, and—much 
more important than either— 
there is a story line which is 
both believable and sincere.

“The Wings of Eagles,” open-

‘International Police’

There has to be something 


oo a mean, insinuating and sinister 


about the narcotic crook as dis 
tinct from the more flashy bank 
robber or the more brutal high- 
way holdup to be convincing 
ctitious tale. In the 
the tendency becomes 
more decisive. The narcotic 
crook’s deadly effect rests with 
implied terror rather than the 
quick gunflashing energy requir- 
ed of the more superficially 
violent form of crime. He has 
to have more of a blase sophis- 
tication about him and perhaps 
a more enduring malice. The 
acting of the part becomes 
rather a personality problem 
than actual performance. 


This thought occurred to me 
in looking at Trevor Howard in 
the British (Warwick) gang- 
ster film called “International 
Police” opening tomorrow at 
Shibuya Pantheon and other 
Tokyu chain theaters. 

This picture directed by John 
Gilling and written by John 
Paxton opens, even before the 
introduction of credit titles 
with a scene in which a man 
strangles a woman slowly as if 
to bring it home to the audience 
the casual manner in which the 
killer fulfills his function for 
the rest of the film. The em- 
phasis is on the lingering 
cruelty of his method. 

Another of the killer’s charac- 
teristic method is brought out 
much later—in the sight-seeing 
scene around the Roman grotto 
where the guide is reciting his 
trade lines. Suddenly a woman 
faints emitting a long piercing 
scream, The next moment, the 
killer is flashed on for a few 
seconds on the screen, knifing 
someone from behind. Only 
the back of the killer is shown. 

Trevor Howard apparently 
understands the nature of this 
sort of repugnance and plays it 
with curious gusto, though in 
a number of the lesser scenes, 
he is unconvincingly wicked. 
He is a seasoned gentleman- 
smuggler of drugs affecting the 
shores of America, and ace 
American detective Victor Ma- 
ture is assigned to Europe 
which is the theater of the 
crook’s habitual operation. 

Howard’s movement is not al- 
Ways Clear, but it obviously con- 
sists of smuggling, caching and 
distributing the goods under 
all sorts of cover. Even a burly 
captain of a liner (Peter Illing) 
operates for him, placing his en- 
tire ship at his disposal. There 
is a rather long suspense scene 
in which the captain opens the 
sealed refrigerator hiding the 
drugs. It closely resembles the 
half-hour speechless safe-break- 
ing scene made famous by now 
in the French film “Rififi.” The 
realistic attempt is not as 
thorough or as convincing, but 
it does build up suspense. 

The cop Victor Mature is too 
conventional a good man to be 
in any way exciting, and Anita 
Ekberg is the crook’s exciting 
looking mistress without being 
too remarkable otherwise. 

But the little side-player call- 
ed Bonar Coleano in the role of 
the raucous tourist-guide who 
later becomes. the willing in- 
former for the cop is a welcome 
relief to the general humorless 
tensity of the show.

LONDON (AP)—Is Mikhail 
Botvinnik cracking? That's 
what they’re asking in the So 
viet Union last night. 

The world champion chess 
player now trails his challen- 
ger, Vasily Smyslov, 7% to 6%, 
with over half of their world 
title tournament concluded. 

Botvinnik, who is 10 years 
older than the 35-year-old Smy- 
slov, has been markedly inferior 
to his opponent in the last seven 
games of their play. 

The present 7-5 advantage for 
Smyslov sharply contrasts the 
previous world title matches 
against Botvinnik. Both in 1951 
and 1954 against David Bron- 
stein, also a Russian, neither 
side had an advantage after the 
first half. 

“How can one explain the de- 
cline in the form ofthe world 
champion?” is the pointed query 
asked by international chess re- 
feree Yakov Rokhlin, the Tass 
chess correspondent over Mos- 
cow Radio last night. 

He finds that first of all Smy- 
slov has demonstrated higher 
technical skill in the matches so 
far. :

But there are still nine games 
to be played and one musn’t 
sell such a brilliant player as 
Botvinnik short. He can still 
rise to his full stature, says the 
Soviet chess commentator. 

Yet, he warned Botvinnik, 
“The task is now more difficult 
than any you have had to face 
during your chess career.”

Big Role in Money Mart 


By a Special Correspondent 


It is quite evident that the re- 
cent, prosperous business trend 
has been propped up largely by 
the domestic investment boom 
and fast economic growth made 
possible by the large bank cred- 
it expansion. 

In fact, the two most notable 
monetary developments of late 
have been the phenomenal rise 
in bank credits from the spring 
of last year and the ensuing 
tight-money market from the end 
of last year. 

A review of recent bank loan 
trends is helpful in understand- 
ing current business trends and 
in guiding future economic 
growth. 

Up to about October, 1955, the 
bank loan tempo was compara- 
tively mild despite the easing 
money market with deposits ex- 
ceeding loans to a large extent. 


Bank Loans Rise 


But from then to about mid- 
1956, bank loans took a definite 
turn upward. However, depos- 
its still exceeded loans and the 
easing money market continued, 
largely ‘because of the surplus 
in the international balance of 
payments which caused large 
excess payments over receipts 
from the Foreign Exchange 
Fund Special Account. 

Then from June, 1956, there 
was a sharp rising shift in bank 
credit extensions, This time, 
the rise in loans greatly exceed- 
ed the rise in deposits, and 
banks were tending to overlend. 
The money market shifted from 
slight tightening to becoming 
excessively tight. This trend 
has continued to the spring of 


gations to the Bank of Japan 
than in business lendings, de- 
spite the big rise in deposits 
from the export boom. 

But from late 1955 to about 
mid-1956, there was a shift to- 
ward loan outlets. The money 
market was still easing, and 
banks held large reserves even 
after decimating their loan 
balances with the Bank of 
Japan. The large bank reserves 
and bank eagerness to lend 
were matched by the growing 
business demand for funds to 
cover plant and equipment in- 
vestments and operating costs. 
Interbank loan competition be- 
came intense as evidenced by 
the steadily dipping loan rates, 
easing of loan processing, etc. 

This loan trend increased its 
intensity from June of last 
year, causing bank loan rates 
to dip up to the end of the 
year. This was despite the ex- 
tra-tight money market and ris- 
ing call loan rates. Banks did 
not and could not hold off the 
strong demand for industrial 
and business funds. Instead, 
banks were competing for loan 
outlets. 


Change in Attitude 
* Only recently have signs ap- 
peared indicating a shift in bank 
loan attitude, as the halt in in- 
terest rate dipping and more

ets. 

Recent bank loan trends indi- 
cate the importance of synchro- 
nizing bank credits with money 
market conditions and general 
business trends.

We are confident that his visit here will further 


strengthen the bonds of friendship between the two na- 
tions, which have been steadily growing in the past several 


Mr. Menzies was scheduled initially to visit Japan last 
summer, and elaborate preparations had been made to bid 
him welcome. The sudden crisis over the Suez Canal, 
however, forced him to postpone his trip. And the Austra- 
lian Prime Minister took a leading role in the attempt to 

_ achieve a peaceful settlement. 

At that time, as on other occasions, Mr. Menzies proved 
himself to be a man of broad vision and deep understand- 
ing. He has won respect in the international community of 
nations for his efforts in the cause of world peace. 

- Under his leadership, Australia is moving rapidly 
toward closer relations with the nations of free Asia. His 
present trip to Japan and several Southeast Asian countries 
is but one indication of the enlightened direction being 


taken by Australia to seek 
Asia.

It is recalled that Mr. Menzies was among the first in 


his country to call for friendly ties with Japan. The suf- 
fering caused Australians during the late war by the Japa- 
nese military was severe, and the task of promoting Japa- 
nese-Australian relations has thus been extremely difficult.

Japanese Olympic team which participated in the Mel- 
bourne Games were pleasantly surprised to be welcomed 


warmly by Australian people. 


In the matter of trade, Japan is one of Australia’s best 
customers, and the hope is held that Australia will be able 


to purchase more goods from 


this country. A great deal is 


_ expected here of the Japanese-Australian trade talks which 


will be resumed. 


We hope that Mr. Menzies in the course of his visit will 
‘be able to gain a favorable picture of the new postwar 
Japan and of the people. There is a great desire here to 
be on the friendliest of terms with Australia. We trust that 
everything possible will be done to convey the goodwill of 
the Japanese people to the distinguished and welcome guest’ 


from Australia. 


Technological Education 
- An important fact of life is illustrated for our young 
people in the way employers this year are grabbing up all 


the technological graduates they can. 


In some technical 


fields, eligible graduates have only the problem of deciding 
which of several offers to take. 

This situation is important not only to the youths plan- 
ning their careers. It is a vital matter to the whole nation 


_in pianning its future. 


The rapid progress of science nowadays poses the very 
real danger that before long, if not already, we may lack 
the men trained to build and operate the new machines. 
Even industrially advanced America and Britain are 


feeling this pinch. Russia too. 


But the Soviet system 


of complete control over education makes it relatively easy 
to maintain a growing army of engineers and scientists. 
Their goal is to train 600,000 experts in the next five years. 

Yet it is not impossible for a government under the 
democratic system to do something. Britain, for example, 
initiated a five-year technical education plan last year. And 
Washington is employing various means, such as subsidiz- 


ing the technological schools. 


We are pleased to note that our own Government is be- 
ginning tc take note of the problem. A five-year plan, pre- 
sumably similar to Britain’s, is being aired, and the Educa- 
tion Ministry is expected to publish a white paper on the 


subject soon. 


Precisely how the Government should go about en- 
couraging technological educaticn is a question for more 


detailed discussion. 


However, there is evidence aplenty 


that unless this aim is pushed successfully the nation’s 
industrial establishment will become hopelessly outdated. 
Actually Japan has a bigger job than the other iirdus- 
trial countries, where more concern is being shown over the 
shortage of technicians. Technological education has long 


suffered neglect here. 


Recently the Central Council for Education was practi- 
cally reorganized, with 16 out of 20 new members. We hope 
this body, which has the task of advising the Education 
Minister, will meet the problem of improving and enlarg- 
ing technological education with boldness.

Soviet Suggests High Sounding Plan of All-European Atomic Association 


It is not often realized that 
Hitler gave advice which Mos- 
cow follows, Byt consider this 
passage: “Never allow two con- 
tinental powers to arise in Eu- 
rope. Regard every attempt to 
organize on the Soviet frontiers 
a second military power—or 
even an attempt to form a sta 
that might become a military 
power—as an attack on the So- 
viets. See in such a situation 
not merely the right but the 
duty by any and every means, 
including armed force, to pre 
vent the rise or crush the exist- 
ence of any state of this char- 
acter.” 

With two words changed, this 
passage is a translation from 
Mein Kampf of a part of Hitler's 
famous “Political Testament to 
the German Nation.” The words 
which are different are “the So- 
viet” and “the Soviets,” which 
in Hitler’s text were “Ger- 
many’s” and “Germany” respec- 
tively. But with this difference 
Hitler’s advice to the German 
nation has been zealously fol- 
lowed by Moscow since 1945, 

These reflections spring in- 
evitably to mind when reading 
the Soviet statement on EURA- 
TOM and the European common 
market which was published on 
March 16. “The creation of 
EURATOM will pave the way 
for German militarism,” the So- 
viet statement shrieks; while in 
the same breath it tries simul- 
taneously to terrorize Germans

by threatening that the German 
Federal Republic “may become 
the target of a retaliatory atomic 
blow”—by Soviet forces is the 
implication, be it noted—and to 
drive wedges into the struc- 
ure of NATO by claiming that 
rman strength “will create a 
direct threat” to the French and 
the West European peoples, 


To these problems Moscow, of 
course, has an answer. It is the 
establishment of what the Soviet 
statement calls “genuine all- 
European cooperation.” For 
atomic work this would mean 
the establishment of what the 
statement describes as “an all- 
European organization on the 
peaceful uses of atomic energy.” 
For the work of this body, the 
Soviet statement adds, “The 
European countries will be able 
to make use of the appropriate 
experience of the Soviet Union.” 
According to the Soviet state- 
ment, a further advantage would 
be that such all-European co- 
operation in the peaceful uses 
of atomic energy “would great- 
ly contribute to the banning of 
atomic and hydrogen weapons.” 

What an attractive picture 
all this makes—to people who 
are ignorant of Soviet practice 
and purposes! Unfortunately 
for Moscow a great deal is 
known about Soviet policy in 
relation to atomic energy. In 
Eastern Germany, for example, 
the uranium resources of this 
country have been ruthlessly 


exploited for Soviet use. 


The story is highly signifi- 


cant. From 1945 to 1954 this 
work was carried out by the 
Wismut concern, which was 
registered in Saxony but had 
its headquarters in Moscow, 
when it was administratively 
part of the Soviet Ministry of 
Defense and responsible only 
to a special section of the Min- 
istry which had the task of pro- 
ducing atomic weapons. This 
special section was directly re- 
sponsible to the Soviet Council 
of Ministers. More significant 
still, it was set up in 1945—i.e. 
when Moscow had learnt about 
American atomic weapons and 
had started on its race to rival 
them. 

The Wismut concern had a 
unique position in East Ger- 
many. It was completely in- 
dependent both of the Soviet 
Military Administration, which 
had »rders to give it all neces- 
sary facilities. It was headed 
by a high officer of the N.K.V.D. 
—the Soviet secret police—who 
had been inspector general of 
forced-labor camps in_ the 
Soviet Union. Whenever neces- 
sary Wismut itself recruited its 
labor by force and intimidation. 

On occasion East German fac- 
tories were ordered to dismiss 
between 10 and 14 per cent of 
their workers, who were then 
directed into Wismut’s uranium 
mines. Working conditions in 
the mines were primitive, the 
workers lived in overcrowded 


“Be sure to spit out any old 
tin can tops.” Tet 


barracks, and hunger was largely 
used to enforce discipline. And 
the entire production of East 
German uranium was despatch- 
ed to the Soviet Union—this fact, 
however, being concealed be- 
hind a severe information black- 
out. 

From 1954 onwards certain 
changes were made. An East 
German facade was needed, so 
a mixed East-German-Soviet 
company has been formed. 
Working conditions have im- 
proved and forced labor is no 
longer needed. But Russians 
still hold the key positions and 
have effective control, and East 
German uranium still goes to 
the Soviet Union—which does 
not even pay properly for it. 

Such facts explain the latest 
Soviet atomic proposals. They 
want an “all-European” or 
ganization which they can con- 
trol and exploit. They want 
atomic and hydrogen weapons 
banned so that the Soviet ad- 
vantage in conventional arma- 
ments can be decisive. And 
they want—as Hitler counselled 
—to prevent Western Europe 
from becoming strong because 
this would block Moscow’s plans 


for further aggrandisement. .

-Tsuru’s Letter, Papers Identified 


This is the concluding installment 
of the records of the proceedings 
of the Senate Internal Security 
Subcomittee.—Editor, 


Tsuru—Well, I think I ex- 
pressed in my final statement 
about the gradual change in 
my views and I should say, if 
you would like me to develop 
on that point, probably I could 
spend a few minutes but I 


don’t like to take up too much 


of the Committee’s time so I 
would characterize my gradual 
transition to the period, the 
initial period from ’38 and ’39, 
but more intensively I began 
to change my views in the 
postwar period, 1950, 


Sen. Jenner—But when you 
were attached to SCAP under 
the command of General Mac- 
Arthur, you hadn’t clearly 
changed your views? 


Tsuru—I was attached to 
SCAP in °46 and °47 and i 
believe I had changed my 
views then... 

Morris—I have just one more 
letter I will offer the witness 
at this time, dated May 49, 
1937, which was shown to the 
witness in the Executive Ses- 
sion this morfiing. It is ad- 
dressed to Mr. Karl-Heinrich. 
It reads as follow:s 


Letter to Karl-Heinrich 


“Dear Karl-Heinrich 

“I hope that the fact that I 
have not heard from you does 
not mean that you have been 
ill, but rather that you have 
been terrifically busy as usual. 

“Toward the end of March 
we started a new study group 
here for the study of American 
capitalism from the Marxist 
point of view. The group con- 
sists of~young instructors and 
graduate students in economics, 
history and law, including a 
few men who have already 
established some reputation in 
their own field like Paul 
Sweezy and Robert’ Bryce. 
Thus far we met five times 
and discussed five papers: 
‘Marxian Methodology in So- 
cial Sciences’ by myself, ‘Na- 
tional Income and its Distribu- 
tion among different ClaSses’ 
by L. Tershis, ‘American Im- 
perialism’ by E. H. Norman, 
‘Peculiarities of Capitalist Ac- 
cumulation in U.S.A.’ by P, 
Sweezy, and ‘Agriculture in 
U.S.A.’ by R. Bryce. We plan 
to meet for the last time this 
year two weeks from today to 
discuss the program of a Far- 
mer-Labor Party.” .

.Morris—Who were in_ that 
study group, to the best of 
your recollection? , 

Admits Writing It 


Tsuru—First, I would like to 
state, this letter, although it 
is a copy, I am certain tnat | 
wrote it. And then as to Mr. 
Morris’ question about ‘the 
study group, as I now recall, 
although 1 would not have 
recalled the details, were it 
not for the fact that I have 
seen the letter, I now recall 
more details of the study group 
which consisted mainly of graa- 
uate students and instructors at 
Harvard, generally in the field 
of social science, economics and 
history, to discuss among our- 
selves freely the question of 
American capitalism. Some of 
us in the study group, not all 
of them, some of us including 
myself, and possibly Mr. Swee- 
zy, had the idea 
to test the theories of Kari 
Marx as they applied to 
American capitalism. I am 
certain others included in the 
study group were not, at least 
at the time I knew them then, 
so the discussion was quite 
free and flexible and we ex- 
changed different. points of 
view, And as Mr. Morris has 
read part, we discussed a wide 
variety of subjects, .

Morris—Now, when did you 
first meet Mr. Norman, for 
instance? . 


Met Norman in 1936 

Tsuru—I met Mr. Norman 
for the first time, I believe, in 
the spring of 1936. I cannot 
place exactly, but I said it is 
spring, because he was intro- 
duced to me through Mr. 
Robert Bryce, who is a Cana- 
dian economist, at the time a 
graduate student at Harvard 
University, and I believe I 
came to know Mr. Bryce only 
after several months of my 
academic year ’35 to ’36. Mr. 
Bryce introduced me to Mr. 
Norman at the dining room of 
one of the Harvard dormito- 
ries. 

Morris—Now, Mr. Chairman, 
I would like to read the ex- 
cerpt from a security memo- 
randum which has previously 
been entered into our record. 
A reference contained therein 
which reads, “Tsuru Shigeto, 
Japanese instructor at Har- 
vard,”—that is you, is it not? 

Tsuru—Shigeto is not quite 
correct, 

Morris—Now, at that time you 
were being repatriated in 1942, 


' were you not? It means in con- 


nection with the repatriation 
purposes of 1942, “The FBI was 
approached by Norman who re- 
presented himself as an official 
and highly confidential business 
of the Canadian Government in 
an effort to take custody of 
Tsuru’s belongings, 

“One main item of these be- 
longings was a complete record 
of the Nye munitions investiga- 
tions, largely prepared by Alger 
Hiss, 

“Norman later admitted to the 
FBI agents in charge that his 
was only a personal interest and 
that he was not representing 
the Canadian Government as 
stated. 

To Study Capitalism 

“Another item among these 
belongings, as reported by the 
FBI, was a letter dated 9 May, 
1937, which related to a series of 
studies being promoted at Harv- 
ard by Tsuru which provided 
for the study of American capi- 
talists from a Marxist viewpoint. 
The studies were conducted py 
a group of young instructors 
and graduate students which 
had met five times. They dis- 
cussed certain papers which in- 


cluded ‘American Imperialism’: 


by E. H. Norman.” 

Obviously that reference there 
is to the letter we have just 
been reading. 

Now, can you tell us what 
precisely you did with all your 
personal papers and books after 


- your repatriation 1950? 


Tsuru—At the time of repatri- 
ation, that is to say, before I was 
repatriated, we had an intima- 
tion from, I think it was. im- 
migration authorities that since 
we were living unmolested, paid 
by American institutions, our 


application for repatriation is. 


likely to receive a low priority. 

So. Mrs. Tsuru and I more or 
less decided in our own mind 
that we should stay on until 
probably ’43 or ’45, although we 
had applied for repatriation. 
And I negotiated with a num- 
ber of professors at Harvard so 
that I could get research as. 
sistance grants for the follow- 
ing academic year of 1953—] 
am sorry, 1942 to 1943. 

For Repatriation 

I was assured of such 
possibilities and we were under 
the impression that we would 
just go on living in Cambridge, 
but suddenly, I believe it was 
June the 2nd, 1942, we re- 
ceived a telegram from the 
State Department saying that 
we are to be repatriated by the 
first boat and we are to re 
to the Ellis Islands by June the 
7th, I believe, the exact date I 
am not quite certain now. 
Which meant that I had only 
a few days between the receipt 
of the telegram andthe date 
I was at the 


exam papers 


for a number of courses as well 
as doing certain assigned jobs 
at the Museum of Fine Arts. I 
felt it was my responsibility 
to finish the exam corrections 
and my assignments at the 
Museum before I de 

In fact, by the first week of 
June, most of the Harvard pro- 
fessors and faculty members 
usually would have left Cam- 
bridge to vacation, except those 
who are remaining for correc- 
tion of papers. I could not ask 
anyone to take my place, 

So I considered the question 
of packing my belongings a mat- 
ter of lowest priority. Further- 
more, the State Department in- 
struction was that I was per- 
mitted to take only one big 
trunk per person. It specified 
the cubic feet, I am not quite 
sure, but I found out later on 
it was just about the size of 
one big trunk per person which 
meant I had to leave most of 
the things in Cambridge. 


Donated His Books 


Therefore, I decided under the 
circumstances, which was quite 
an extraordinary circumstance, 
from the standpoint of a Japa- 
nese Citizen, our own country 
being at war with the country 
where I had lived some years, 
and in my personal case, I was 
under the conviction that Japan 
should not have started the war 
and also felt that Japan would 
be defeated. So my going back, 
to my mind was to go back to 
Japan in order to reconstruct 
Japan somehow out of defeat. 
That was the deep determina- 
tion I had in my mind, 

From that standpoint, for me, 
books, papers, furniture and 
those things were entirely ma- 
terial. Those were material 
things for me. Although I had 
a large number of books and 
documents, I freely gave to some 
of the economist friends who 
came to my apartment before IL 
left, the books which they want- 
ed to have. I also contacted the 
library of Harvard, Japanese 
library, saying that I am willing 
to present my Japanese books 
to the library if they can find 
them useful. Otherwise I in- 
structed the janitor of the apart- 
ment house that he can have my 
furniture kitchen utensils, 
radio, any other things he 
wanted. Books and documents 
I was certain that he would 
have no use, so I suggested to 
him he can dispose of them in 
second-hand book stores or just 
dispose of them as he liked, 


Books to Norman 


One other item which [I took 
care of was the making out of 
a box full of Japanese books 
which I intended to give to Mr. 
Norman because he had indicat- 
ed while he was in this country 
a few years back of that period, 
that he wanted to obtain those 
books very much, but there 
were very difficult to get. 

The major item in this box 
of books was volumes on source 
materials on the economic his- 
tory of early Meiji period, that 
is to say, the third quarter of 
the 19th century. 

I believe I included some other 
source books and economic his- 
tory books and [ left this box 
in care of International Student 
Association, it might have been 
called Institute, I am not cer- 
tain, which was located on Phil- 
lips Place, Cambridge. Director 
at the time was Mr. Lawrence 
Mead. And |] asked him if he 
would be willing to keep, it un- 
til Mr. Norman calis for it. — 

Immediately, that is at the 
same time, I wrote a letter to 
Mr. Tashiro, whose name I men- 
tioned earlier, who I knew to 
be a friend of Mr. Norman, ask- 
ing him to get in touch with Mr, 
Norman when the latter returns. 

I knew Mr. Normafi to be in 
Japan at the time and gave him 
my instructions to proceed to 
International Student Institute 
to take that box.

When the war 
ended I was in the Japan For- 
eign Office, Mr. Norman arriv- 
ed in Tokyo, I believe some time 
in September, 1945. He called 
on our house, which he did not 
know to be our house, but knew 
to be the house of my wife’s 
parents, to find out where we 
were, 


Morris—This is what year 
now? 

Tsuru—September of °45, el- 
ther the end of September or 
early October. It was just about 
that time—’45, 


And it happened that after 
our house has been bombed in 
Tokyo, Mrs. Tsuru and I mov- 
ed to the house of her own>-fa- 
ther. We were living in that 
house which happened to be 
located not’ very far from the 
location of Canadian Legation in 
Tokyo and I presume that he 
dropped in at Mr. Watto’s house 
to find out where we were and 
found us there, So, of course, 
we were very much surprised 
to see too quickly after the war, 
and since that first meeting 
after the war, I think I met him 
a number of times. 

Morris—Approximately how 
many times?

Tsuru—Oh, I should say in 
the course of the period from ’45 
to—now I am not quite sure of 
the date of his departure from 
Japan and meanwhile he also 
left Japan and came back again 
as I know, because he was first 
with the SCAP and later he 
came as the Chief of the Cana- 
dian Legation. so there was an 
interval there and I think he 
left most likely around 1950.

Profile of Menzies

The son of a country store- 
keeper who rose to head one of 
the great nations of the world 
arrives in Tokyo today. | 

Robert Gordon Menzies, Prime 
Minister of Australia, will spend 
six days at the Geihinkan 
as a state guest of Japan, a 
country his people still watch 
with remnants of animosity 
lingering from World War II. 

Tall, handsome Menzies is a 
great advocate of free enter- 
prise and of defending freedom 
with strength. 

In a world beset by doctrines 
of left and right, he has no hesi- 
tancy in stating his fundament- 
al philosophy of rewarding 
those who work the hardest. 

“There is no foolish doctrine 
of eyuality between the active 
and idle,” he states, “the intel- 
ligent and the dull, the frugal 
and the improvident.” 

The Premier, now 62, was 
born Dec. 20, 1894 at Jeparit, 
Victoria, one of five children. 
He was brough. up to believe 
“when a thing wanted doing, 
you should do it with all your 
might.” 

From an early age he was 
self-reliant. He won scholar- 
ships and was educated with 
very little financial help from 
his family. At the University 
of Melbourne he headed the 
first class honors list in law 
every year he competed. 

He rose rapidly in public life; 
opened law practice 1918; won 
senior barrister ranking of 
King’s Counsel 1929; entered 
Victoria State Legislature; went 
to Federal Parliament in Can- 
berra 1934; named Attorney 
General; chosen Prime Minister 
at 44—third youngest in Austra- 
lia’s history—in 1939; lost pre- 
miership 1941 to Labor Govern-’ 
ment; regained in 1949; his 
Liberal-Country Party coalition 
kept him in office with election 
victories in 1951 and 1954, 

Although eloquent, dignified 
and of devastating wit, he has 
been accused of lacking the com- 
mon touch, 

“Bob Menzies is not clever 
enough to hide his own clever- 
ness,” a Liberal friend once des- 
paired. 

But from 1949 on, he seemed 
warmer, more human. Tales of

his aloofness amazed him. 
“This is fantastic,” he said. “I 

am a singularly plain Austra- 

lian, born in a little Victorian 

country town.

He hopes to learn more of 
Japan, his neighbor in the 
Pacific community, and  ap- 
proach an understanding of its 
problems while here.

That was the 
first time I met him in the 
office of the Chief of the Price 
Control Division in ESS. We 
discussed about the appropriate

Tsuru—As far as I can re- 
call, yes. 

Sourwine—Will “you be will- 
ing to attempt to make a list 
of all such persons that you 
can recall, and furnish the 
Committee with it, or in the 
alternative, with a statement 
that on second thought and 
careful consideration you are 
unable to recall any other in- 
gividuals known to you or that 
you had reason to  Delieve 
were Communists. 


Tsuru—Mr. Chairman, I shall 
be willing to be at your serv- 
ice for any further works of 
the Committee for which I am 
required. So that if my serv- 
ice in regard to what Mr. 
Sourwine has just indicated is 
called for, I shall be glad to be 
at your service.
